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REPORT 
OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF NEWBURY. 


Tue Scuoor Boarp respectfully submit the following report: 


SCHOOL No. 1. 

Sprine Tek of eight weeks, taught by Miss Emma F. Nichols. 
Miss Nichols continued to maintain her standing as a teacher dur- 
ing this, as well as the fall term of ten weeks, although teaching 
under a different name The advancement in all studies was very 
good The scholars were stimulated to do their best in the hope 
of winving one of the prizes offered by their teacher. 


No? 2. 

Sprinac Term of eight weeks, under the care of Miss Alice M. 
Jones, This was her first term of school, and we have no doubt 
that she labored hard for the good of those under her care. Her 
purpose was to have order at all events, and we think she sue- 
ceeded. 

Fatt Term of ten weeks, taught by Miss Alice M. Baker. Miss 
Baker was also an inexperienced teacher, but having had the in- 
structien of the Normal School, she was better prepared to give 
good instruction. She is evidently qualified for a larger and more 
advanced school. 


No. 3. 

The only one, a Winter Term of ten weeks, taught by Mrs. Emma 
F. Cheney. Although only two scholars availed themselves of the 
opportunity afforded, yet we think it was the most successful term 
that has been held here for some time, owing in a great measure to 
the fact that those who pm attend were disposed to be obedient to 
the rules of the school. 


No. 4. 

Fatt Term of seven weeks, taught by Miss Myrtie A. Jones, 
The two young scholars made excellent progress under her care. 
It was thought best to have but one skort term here as the schol- 
ars were quite young. 
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No. 5. 

Sprinc Term of seven, and Fatu Term of nine weeks, taught by 
Mrs. Cora R. Blodgett. Mrs. Blodgett worked hard and faithfully 
to benefit those under her charge. The examination showed that 
she did not work in vain. 

Winter Term of nine weeks, under the instruction of Miss Grave 
A. Todd. Her methods of instruction were somewhat different 
from her predecessor, but the examination showed tLat thorough- 
ness and good discipline in the school were prominent features. 
The school was open, the same as usual, to those from other parts 
of the town, and several availed themselves of the opportunity to 
receive instruction in the more advanced studies. 


No. 6. 

Sprinc Term of eight, and Fatu Term of 4 and 4 tenths weeks in 
charge of Mrs. Mary C. Hall. On account of sickness Mrs. Hall 
was obliged to give up the school in the fall after about five weeks. 

VintER Term of ten and four tenths weeks, taught by Miss Geor- | 
gia A. Huntoon, Being present only once during the year, cannot 
report progress made. The School Board of Bradford have had 
charge of this school the past year. 


No. 7%. 

Spring Term of eight, and Fatt Term of ten weeks, under the 
instruction of Miss Bertha M. Brockway. Miss Brockway having 
always been a resident of this school, and knowing the temper- 
ament and capabilities of the scholars, was enabled to impart the 
right instruction. The result of her labor for the school-year has 
been such as can only be obtained by a good teacher with obedient 
scholars and harmony in the school. 


No. 8. 

Spring Term of eight, and Fatt Term of ten weeks, taught by 
Miss Clara L. Dodge. Miss Dodge also taught where she has al- 
ways resided, and having the good-will of parents and scholars, 
was enabled to do a good amount of work, which is always the re- 
sult wh: re all work in unison. The terms were somewhat broken 
on account of the prevalence of colds. 
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No, 9. 

Spring Term of eight, and Fatt Term of ten weeks, taught by 
Mrs. Alice J. Muzzey. Evidently Mrs. Muzzey tried to do all 
she could to make the school for the year profitable to all, but 
owing to some difficulties arising in regard to the teachers author- 
ity, some of the scholars were removed before the close of the 
last term. The examin ition was perfectly satisfactory in all respects. 


No. 10. 

Sprine Team of eight, and Fart Term of ten weeks, taught by 
Miss Ella F. Muzzey. We were fortunate in securing the same 
teacher as the preceding year. Laboring with ener.y and zeal, she 
inspired in the scholars a love for knowledge and a desire to excel 
in their work. We regret that through some misunderstanding 
we were not present at the last examination.

GENERAL . REMARKS. 

There Lave been one !tundred seventy two and eight tenths 
weeks of school the past year. The average daily attendance was 
seventy-seven. The whole number of different scholars who have 
atterded two or more weeks was eighty-scven; fifty-three being 
boys, and thirty-four girls—it being twenty-eiglt less than five - 
years ago There have been three scholars between the age of five 
and fifteen years who have not attended any school. The number 
of visits by parents, citizens and others was three hundred twenty- 
three. 
~ The schools have been under the instruction of female teachers, 
and we think, all Lave endeavored to do their best, although it 
could not be expected they would give perfect satisfaction to all. 

The register shows that of those beside the School Board, who 
have visited the schools, only rureE have been gentlemen who have 
had scholars attending school the past year. 

Fellow townsmen, 1s this the way to encourage the rising gene- 
rition ia the acquirement of an education? Is that the usual way 
that other affairs are conducted? Nearly every one in town can 
find time to attend an election or the annual fair; why not, then, 
deviste one half day at least, from manual labor, and gladden the 
hearts of the young by attendance at the examination of your own 
school, if you cannot spare time for any other. 

Agrceable to the requirements of the law, scholars have been 
supplied with text-books free, except where they preferred to pur- 
chase them. A change has been ma’e in mathematics, geography 
and grammar, with the best results. It must be remembered that 
it is not always that your School Board can form a true and just 
estimate of a teacher’s ability as an instructor, by visiting a school 
at its commencement and close, for sometimes scholars will con- 
duct themselves better when others are present, while at other 
times they may be inclined to be just the opposite. But it is rea- 
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sonable to suppose that they should be better posted than a per- 
son who never enters the school-room while school is in session. 

Teachers should be very watchful of their conduct outside of 
the school-room, for the usefulness of many terms have been de- 
stroyed by their conduct at some unguarded moment. Scholars 
should be more careful of their conduct outside the school room 
for they sometimes cause a reproach to be cast upon their teacher 
which they do not justly deserve. 

Five years have passed since the town system of schools was put 
on trial. Now has come the time when we must decide which is 
the more beneficial to the town; not which will give one favored 
locality the better advantages, but which will tend to give the 
youth of the whole town the best advantages to gain an education, 
and raise the standard of morals Now let us look at the subject 
fairly and without prejudice. It will be remembered that five 
years ago it was the desire that, as far as consistent, schcols 
should be continued as under the district system. Your Board 
have done so as far as they could, and with what result? The fol- 
lowing table will show a comparison between the two systems for 
the last four years. 

To make a true comparison it is necessary to include in the 
amount under the district system the sum contributed in board, 
as the amount under the town system includes what was expended 
for board. 7

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Had the number of scholars been the same the past year as the 
last year under the district system, (which is an average for the 
four years of that system,) the cost would have been $7.13, or eight 
ceuts less than the average for that time. It will also be seen that 
during the four years under the Dist. system the schools cost 
$129.87 more than the same length of time under the tewn system 

One other subject should also claim close attention., viz. the 
number of schools it is for the best interest of the town to maintain. 

An estimate of the number of scholars for 1891 shows that Nos. 
1, 5, 17, 8, 9 & 10 will have about 65 of all the scholars, while there 
will be only about 10, at the most, to attend Nos. 2, 3, 4 & 6. 

Would it not be better under there conditions to reduce the 
number of schools, so as to have more schooling at the same cost. 
We are aware that there are many in town who may not agree 
with us in this, but we regard it our duty to suggest those chang- 
es that we believe to be for the interest of education and the whole 
town. Your Board is of the opinion that it is not policy for them, 
nor for the town’s interest to continue as many schools as in the 
past.. It is hoped each person will examine the subject candidly 
and unprejudiced, and then decide according to their honest con- 
victions. It will be necessary to raise some money for repairs, 
as some of the houses are very much in need of them. 

The thanks of the Board are extended to all who have contrib- 
uted what they could to make the schools successful.
